Panama has 
greater possibilities than any of these, 
and is, in fact, already a center of inter­ 
est to a v a*t number of people who 
nev er heard of the others. 
Also, ii is 
likely to remain in the front row for 
some time to come. 


great loss of life emphasizes the fact 
that some steps ought to be taken to 
prev ent this terrible loss of life, seem­ 
ly unnecessary and not common in 
other countries. 
The Republican com­ 
mented on this subject v ery briefly a 
few days since, when tie Purdue boys 
met with the deplorable accident still 
fresh in the minds our readers. 
The 
Indianapolis Journal of recent date has 
this to say on this subject: 
"Last year (ending with June 1902) 
the railroads of this country killed 8,455 
persons and 
wounded 
53,329. 
Few 
battles hav e a bloodier record than that. 
In the same year the English roads 
killed sixteen people and injured 1,058. 
On the other hand, it is pointed oat 
that we hav e about 200,000 miles of 
road while England has about 22,000. 
Bat this may prov e too mach. 
The 
question will be suggested, if our roads 
ran through a country as thickly settled 
as England, what would be the limit of 
the casualties? It is to be considered 
that most of the deaths caused by our 
railroads were of people that were 
neither 
passengers 
nor 
employes, 
by crossing accidents and that sort of 
thing. 
In this way our roads killed 
5,498 and injured 7,209. 
Agaiu it is to 
be considered that in the year in which 
our roads made this record they carried 
607,278,121 passengers, while the Eng­ 
lish roads carried 1,165,000,000—not far 
from twice as many! Had we carried as 
many, what 
woald hav e been 
the 
casualty figures? 
Now. we are just as competent as the 
English are to say the least. 
Competi­ 
tion in machinery and in execution of 
great works show that we hav e quiokar 
perception aud greater executiv e ability 
than they. 
So there is no getting away 
from the fact that we are simply reck­ 
less of human life. 
Our lailroad man­ 
agement—to stiok to the text—is sim­ 
ply informed with an autocratic disre­ 
gard of anything beyond its own judg­ 
ment as to care. 
We pointed ont, to- 
come home again, that the Coroner’ in­ 
v estigation in the Purdue wreck showed 
an utter disregard of law and a similar 
d'sregard of its own rules on the part of 
rhe Big Four road. 
Yet the Big Fonr 
is not different from other roads—is 
probably mfire careful than the major­ 
ity 
This brings the question home to the 
p *ople. 
We need aud should demand a 
reform in railroad management. 
Law 
should compel the adoption of the block 
system univ ersally; the abolition of 
grade crossings; rigid requirements as 
to the operation of roads with a single 
hue of track aud sidings; and most 
searching responsibility in case of ac­ 
cidents, not merely as to damages, but 
as to care and prov ision for employes 
and others injured. 
We need a great 
awakening to the fact that a human life 
is the most precious thing in the world. 
A human being fairly educated and 
brought to maturity is the costliest pro­ 
duct of society and the highest attain­ 
ment of civ ilization. 
Oar whole social 
structure needs a shock to the center. 
It needs to be aroused to the barbaric 
conditions nuder which we liv e. 
It 
needs laws that will compel greater care 
in ev erything in which a human life 
may be inv olv ed.”

prim mats which sav ed the cloth, the 
wire screen cov ering sponge cake—how 
sacred they seem! 
The autumn that I came to Long­ 
meadow 
Napoleon 
Bonaparte 
was 
beaten on the sea by the English, but 
won the battle of Austerlitz, defeating 
the Russian coalition aud changing the 
map of Europe. 
I felt sometimes a puppet while this 
man played his great part It was no 
comfort that others of my house were 
nothing to France. Though I did not 
see Louis Philippe again, he wandered 
in America two or three years aud 
went back to priv acy. 
The missionary spirit of Longmead­ 
ow stirred among the Williamses, and 
many of them brought what they 
called their mites to Pastor 'Storrs for 
my education. If I were made r king 
no rev enue could be half so sweet as 
that 
The v illage was richer than 
many a stonier New England place, 
but men were struggling then all ov er 
the wide states and territories for ma­ 
terial existence. 
The pension no longer came from Eu­ 
rope. It ceased when I returned from 
France. Its former payment was con­ 
sidered apocryphal by Longmeadow, 
whose v ery maids, too white, with a 
pink spot in each cheek, smiled with 
reserv ed amusement at a student who 
thought It possible he could ev er be 
n 
king. I spoke to nobody but Pastor 
Storrs about my own conv ictions. But 
local newspapers, with their omnisci­ 
ent grip on what is in the air. bandied 
the subject back and forth. 
We sometimes walked In the burying 
ground among dead Williamses while 
he argued down my claims, leav ing 
them without a leg to stand on. Re­ 
v ersing the usual ministerial formula, 
“If wtiat has been said is true, then it 
follows, first, secondly,” and so on. he 
used to say: 
“Eleazar, 
you 
were 
brought 
up 
among the Indians, conscious only of 
bodily existence and unconscious of 
your origin; granted. 
Money was sent 
—let us say from Europe—for your 
support; 
granted. 
Sev eral 
persons, 
among them one who testified strongly 
against his will, told you that you re­ 
sembled the Bourbons; granted. You 
bear on your person marks like those 
which were inflicted on the unfortu­ 
nate dauphin of France; granted. You 
were 
malignantly 
pursued 
while 
abroad; granted. But what does it all 
prov e? Nothing. It amounts simply to 
this: Y'ou know nothing about your 
early years. 
Some foreign person— 
perhaps an English Williams-kindly 
Interested himself in your upbringing. 
Y’ou were probably scalded in the 
camps. 
Y’ou 
hav e some accidental 
traits of the Bourbons. A man who 
heard you had a larger pension than 
the idiot he was tending disliked you. 
You can prov e nothing more.” 
I nev er attempted to prov e anything 
more to Pastor Storrs. It would hav e 
been most ungrateful to persuade birn 
I was an allen. At the same time he 
prophesied his hopes of me, and many 
a Judicious person blamed him for 
treating me as something ont of the 
culinary and cockering up pride. 
A blunter Williams used to take me 
by the button on the street. 
“Eleaaer Williams,” he would say. 
“do you pretend to be the son of the 
French king? I tell you what! I will 
not let the name of Williams be dis­ 
g ra c e ny any relationship to any 
French monarch! Y'ou must do one of 
two things—you must either renounce 
Willlamsism 
or 
renounce 
Bourbon­ 
ism!” 
Though there was liberty of con­ 
science to criticise the pastor he was 
autocrat of Longmeadow. 
One who 
preceded Pastor Storrs had it told 
about him that two of his deacons 
wanted him to appoint ruling elders. 
He appointed them and asked them 
what they thought the duties were. 
They said he knew’ best. 
“Well,” said the pastor, “one of the 
ruling elders may come to my house 
before meeting, saddle my horse and 
hold the stirrup while I get on. The 
other may wait at the church door 
and bold bim while I get off. aud after i 
meeting bring him to the steps. This 
is all of my work that I can consent to : 
lot ruling elders do for me.” 
The I-ougmeadow lov e of disputation 
was fostered by bouts which ruling 
elders might hav e made it their bush

ness to preserv e, if any ruling elders 
were willing to accept their appoint­ 
ment The pastor once went to the 
next town to enjoy argument with a 
scientific doctor. When he mounted his 
horse to ride home before nightfall the 
two friends kept up their debate. The 


few steps as the horse mov ed. Present­ 
ly both men noticed a fire in the east— 
and it was sunrise. They had argued 
all night. 
In Longmeadow a man could not 
help practicing argument I also prac­ 
ticed oratory, and all the time I prac­ 
ticed the Iroquois tongue as well as 
English and French, aud began the 
translation of books into the language 
of the nation I hoped to build. That 
Indians made unstable material for 
the white man to handle I would not 
believ e. Skenedonk was not unstable 
His faithfulness was a rock. 
For some reason, aud I think it was 
the reach of Pastor Storrs, men in 
other places began to seek me. 
The 
v ita! currents of life indeed sped 
through 
us on the 
Hartford 
ami 
Springfield stage mid. 
It happened 
that Skeuedonk and I were making 
my annual journey to St. Regis when 
tile first steamboat accomplished its 
trip on the Hudson riv er. 
About the 
time that the Wisconsin country was 
Included in Illinois territory I decided 
to write a letter to lime. Tank at 
Green Bay and insist on knowing my 
story as she believ ed she knew It. Yet 
I hesitated and finally did not do It. I 
found afterward that there was no 
post office at Green Bay. 
A carrier, 
sent by the officers of the fort and 
v illagers, brought mail from Chicago. 
He had 200 miles of wilderness to 
trav erse and his blankets and pro­ 
v isions as well as the mail to carry, 
and he did this at the risk of bis life 
among wihi men and beasts. 
The form of religion was always a 
triv ial matter to mc. 
I nev er ceased 
to lov e the sacrifice of the mass, 
which was an abomination and an 
idolatrous practice to Pastor Storrs. 
The pageantry of the Roman church 
that first mothered and nurtured me 
touches me to this day. 
I lov e the 
Protestant 
prayers of the English 
church, and I lov e the stern aud knot­ 
ty argument, the sermon with heads 
and sequences, of the New England 
Congregationalist 
For this catholici­ 
ty 
Catholics 
hav e 
upbraided 
me, 
churchmen rebuked me aud dissenter* 
denied that I had any religion at all 
When the Episcopal bishop of New 
Yo^j showed me kindness and Pastor 
Storrs warned me against being prose­ 
lyted I could not tell him the charm 
in the form of worship practiced by 
the woman I lov ed. There was not a 
conscious minute when I forgot her. 
Yet nobody in Longmeadow knew of 
her existence. In my most remorseful 
days, comparing myself with Pastor 
Storrs, I was nev er sorry I had clung 
to her and begged her not to let me go 
alone, for some of our sins are so hon­ 
estly the expression of nature that 
justification breaks through them. 
On the western border there was 
trouble with dissatisfied Indians, and 
on the sea there was trouble with the 
British, so that people began to taik of 
war long before it was declared and to 
blame President Madison for his ov er 
caution in affairs. A battle was fought 
at Tippecanoe in the Indiana territory 
which silenced the Indians for awhile. 
But ev ery one knew that the English 
stood behind them. 
Militia was s» us 
to red, the army recruited and embargo 
laid upon shipping In the ports, and 
all things were put forward in April 
of that year before war was declared 
in June, 
I had influence with our tribes. The 
gov ernment offered me a well paid 
commission to act as Its secret- agent. 
Pastor Storrs nnd the Williamses, who 
had been nurturing a missionary, were 
smitten with grief to see him rise and 
leap Into camps and fields, eager for 
the open world, the wilderness smell, 
the council, where the red man's mind, 
a trembling balance, could be turned 
by v iv id language—eager, in fact, to 
liv e where history was being made 
Tile pastor had clothed me in his 
mind with ministerial gown ami band, 
and the martial blood that quickened 
he counted an Iroquois strain. 
Y’et 
so Inconsistent is human nature, so 
giv en to form* which it calls creeds, 
that when I afterward put on the sur­ 
plice and read prayers to my adopted 
people he counted it as great a defec­ 
tion as taking to saddle and spur. We 
cannot leav e the expresalon of our 
liv es to those better qualified than we 
are, howev er dear they may be. I had 
to pack my saddlebags and be gone, 
lov ing Ixmgrneadow none the less be­ 
cause I griev ed it, knowing that it 
would not approv e of me more if I 
stayed and failed to do my natural 
part 
The snuffbox and the missal which 
had belonged to ray family in France I 
always carried with me. And v ery lit­ 
tle could be transported on tile road we 
took. 
John Williams, who came to Long­ 
meadow in deerskins and paraded his 
burnished red poll among the hatted 
Williamses, abetted me In turning from 
the missionary -field to the arena of 
war, and nev er left me. 
It was Skene­ 
donk who serv ed the United States 
with |>rawn and endurance, while I put 
such jKdicy and color Into my ha­ 
rangues as I could command. 
We 
shared our meals, our camps, our beds 
of leav es, together. The life at Long­ 
meadow had knit me to good use. 
I 
contd fast or feast, ride or march, take 
the buckskins or the soldier’s uniform. 
Great latitude was permitted us In 
our orders. We spent a year In the 
north. My sklu darkened and tough­ 
ened under exposure until I said to 
Skenedonk. “I am turning an Indian.” 
| and he. jealous of my French blood, 
denied It. 
In July wejhad to thread trails he 
knew by s the lake toward Sandusky. 
There was no horse path wide enough 
for us to ride abreast. Brush swished 
along our legs. and green walls shut 
our v iew on each side. The land dipped 
toward its basin. Buckeye and gigan­ 
tic chestnut trees, maple am! oak, 
passed us from rank to rank of end­ 
less forest 
Skenedonk rode ahead, 
watching for ev ery sign and change as 
a pilot now watches the shifting of the 
current So we had done all day, and 
so we were doing when fading light 
warned us to camp. 
A v oice literally cried out of the wil­ 
derness. startling the horses and ring­ 
ing among the tree trunks; 
“The spirit of the Lord is upon ma, 
and he hath anointed me to blow the 
trumpet In the wilderness and sound 
an alarm in the forest for, behold, the 
tribes of the heathen are roundabout 
your doors, and a dev ouring flame fol­ 
loweth after them!”
